Fact And Fiction 


“He is certainly a wcmder,” the man 
wrote. “I wish we could make him 
president of the United States. There 
could not be a better one.” 
Who wrote it? The young Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. Of whom did he speak? 
Herbert Hoover. The time was 1920, 
a dozen years before Roosevelt was to 
oppose Hoover for the presidency. 
The point of this is to remind us 
how large a role the myth plays in 
American politics. 
In many quarters 
today the name of Hoover evokes only 
his identity with the years of the De­ 
pression. The image is painted mostly 
in dark tones. 
Yet Hoover at the close of World 
W ar I was a national hero, the human­ 
itarian who fed a starving Europe. He 
served effectively in Republican ad­ 
ministrations of the 1920s, remaining 
free of the scandals that marred the 
Harding regime. 
At the time of his 
election to the W hite House in 1928, 
his prestige was huge and his popular­ 
ity broad. 
Myths persist, too, about such fig ­ 
ures as Woodrow Wilson. As historians 
like Richard Hofstadter have noted, he 
was basically far more conservative 
than he is generally remembered to­ 
day. 
Furthermore, he is most often 
thought of as a rather stiff, straight- 
laced academic type. 
In fact, after 
F.D.R. he probably ranks as the best 


political orator in 20th century U.S. 
Not alw ays are the myths large. 
Sometimes they are mere fragments. 
Yet their constant repetition has woven 
them into our historical fabric so that 
for millions of us history is a tantaliz­ 
ing blend of fact and fancy. 
Some myths begin with forgetful­ 
ness of the full story, as in Hoover’s 
case. Others start from accidental or 
conscious 
misjudgments 
which 
take 
hold and gain currency. 
In 1956 Sen. Estes Kefauver upset 
Adlai Stevenson in the Minnesota pres­ 
idential primary. Embarrassed organi­ 
zation leaders blamed it on “Republi­ 
can crossovers,” GGP voters allegedly 
bent on embarrassing Stevenson. Care­ 
ful study of the returns area by area 
showed the notion had no basis w hat­ 
soever in fact. Still, it crops up from 
time to time as if it were the gospel. 
Most 
historians 
probably 
would 
argue thai this mixing of fact and myth 
is inevitable, that it is their job to try 
and sort out the two. 
It nevertheless is clear that a good 
deal of the myth content results from 
the most arrant carelessness. There is 
no sane reason why, through either ac­ 
cident or intent, we should am plify and 
perpetuate the misreading of men and 
events when genuine attention to the 
farts would establish at least the ap­ 
proximate truth.
